SALE OF THE GERMAN FLEET. 
There is difference of opinion as to the 


wisdom of Ihc shipping hoard's proposal 
to sell the fleet of former German liners 
taken over by the United Stales govern- 
ment. The shipping hoard is faced by a 
condition and not a theory. It has these 
vessels on its hands, and it represents that 
it cannot operate them at a profit. Not 
only this but it estimates that it will cost 
the'govcrnincnt at least .$57,000.000 to re- 
build them properly for passenger ser- 
vice. Prohibition is given as one of the 
reasons why the vessels cannot be put 
into passenger service profitably. That 
would, of course, depend upon the de- 
mands of travel to and from Europe for 
steamship accommodation. If the accom- 
modations exceeded the demand there 
is no question but what the ships on 
which the sale of alcoholic beverages was 
permitted would be favored. 


But over and above this element we be- 


lieve it would be a wise national policy 
to put these vessels into operation by pri- 
vate corporations. The transportation 
agencies of the country on land are to be 
restored to private operation very short- 
ly, and much the same reasons apply for 
the restoration of ocean -agencies of 
transportation to similar control. The 
anti-British press is raising a great cry 
against what it asserts to be a proposal to 
favor the International Mercantile Ma- 
rine in the sale of these ships, and at a 
price which is far below their real worth. 
The 'proof of this allegation is not forth- 
coming. The Hearst newspapers, which 
are badly afflicted with Anglo-phobia, go 
to the extent of intimating that there has 
been a secret understanding with Lloyd 
George for the disposal of these German 
liners to a corporation controlled by Brit- 
ish capital, but there is no reason for tak- 
ing any stock in this charge. 


'The shipping board is offering -these 


vessels to the highest bidder, and inas- 
much as the bids have not been opened, 


" no one knows as yet what price they will 
bring. "Senator Ashurst declared that the 
shipping board intended to sell the fleet 
for $28,000,000, whereas it was worth 
-$154,000,000 at pre-war prices, and is now 
worth .<?300,000,000. Undoubtedly if 'any 
corporation can be found which is willing 
to pay cither of these prices, the shipping 
board would be glad to receive the offer. 
There is no ground for believing that the 
shipping board will handle the sale of 
these ships in any other way except on a 
strictly business basis. There is not the 
slightest excuse for suspecting its motives 
or its integrity. 


The whole question is one of policy. 


whether the ships are to be retained and 
operated by the government or whether 
they are to be sold to private interests. If 
congress or the president doubts the wis- 
dom of parting with government owner- 
ship it is their duly to interfere, other- 
wise they should let Ihc sale proceed. The 
fleet is to fly the American Hag and the 
sailing routes will be under Ihe control 
of the shipping board. The vessels will be 
available for use in Ihe time of war, and 
will, therefore, serve such a contingency 
quite as well as if they remained under 
government operation. Our idea is that 
the government would do well to get out 
of the transportation business. \Vc be- 
lieve it would be belter to give private 
capital the opportunity under favorable 
circumstances to maintain the American 
merchant marine buill up during the war. 
If it cannot do Ibis, then we are to ac- 
cept Ihc conclusion that an American 
merchant marine operated by the govern- 
ment is to constitute a permanent nation- 
al liability.

It is natural that the XVilson-I^msing 


break should set the political teapot boil- 
ing at "Washington. But while the poli- 
ticians fume and slew in defense of the 
secretary of stale and rail at the presi- 
dent, the disposition of the counlry will 
be to calmly await developments. On the 
surface Mr. Lansing lias the belter of tbe 
argument, and we think that public 
opinion will Mislnin him so far as the 
cabinet meclinq issue is concerned. If the 
piesideni wanted to gel rid of bis secre- 


tary of state he seems to have chosen a 
poor cause of complaint.' In the face of 
a delicate'situation in which he in com- 
mon with everyone else'connected with 
Ihe government was out of touch with the 
executive, Mr. Lansing chose the only 
sensible alternative and endeavored as 
best he could to carry on the business of 
the nation. Thnt he did this with the ad- 
vice and collaboration of his adminis- 
trative colleagues is all the more to his 
credit. The president must specify mis- 
use of authority and violation of trust, 
otherwise his dismissal of Mr. Lansing 
will be regarded as an exhibition of pcl- 
ulency that could hardly be excused ex- 
cept on the defence of impaired faculties. 
If he had good reasons for asking resig- 
nation, as it seems he may have had. he 
should have presented them frankly and 
courteously. The very tone of his letter 
suggests an accumulation of resentment 
which should have found an outlet long 
ago and under more ordered restraint. 


The incident revives the talk of action 


to transfer executive p"6wcr on the ground 
of the president's incapacity, .and not 
without plausibility. Mr. Wilson's illness 
has covered .a period of nearly five 
months, and while we have had assur- 
ance that he is improving there is no in- 
dication as to when he expects to resume 
the active -duties bf his office. The time 
has come when the counlry has a right 
to know the exact condition of the pres- 
ident, and just how soon he will be able 
to resume his place as head of the gov- 
ernment. If he is goin'g to remain in- 
capacitated for any length of time, or 
even if there is doubt on the subject, suc- 
cession to his office ought tp be provided 
for as the constitution contemplates. If 
information is not forthcoming, congress 
will be justified in directing an investiga- 
tion, or taking any other measures which 
it may deem necessary to meet the con- 
tingency. The Lansing incident is, of 
course, "not proof of the disability of the 
president, but it does seem to increase the 
desirability of having the doubt removed. 


The effect of the cabinet rupture upon 


the peace treaty is problematical. If con- 
sideration of the treaty were entirely 
divested from politics there would be no 
noticeable effect. The fact, however, that 
there is a desperate fight for partisan ad- 
vantage raises apprehension that there 
mav be a reaction more unfavorable than 
favorable to a1 compromise on the basis 
of mild reservations. However, the merits 
of the treaty controversy are well before 
the people and the senate is more apt to 
be mindful of public opinion than what 
it may regard as loss of presidential pres- 
tige. We still believe that conditions are 
favorable to an early disposition of the 
treaty, and that the league of nations will 
be accepted in a spirit consonant with the 
purposes for which it was created, and 
with the aims of the United States 
throughout the war. At'any rate, as the 
situation as it now stands, the responsi- 
bility for ratification as well as rejection 
rests upon the senate and in no wise upon 
the president."*

mean one of those vastly experienced 
old girls whose every case multiplies 
into forty cases in the telling—faced 
me across the bed of an unfortunate 
woman whom she had infected by un- 
warranted interference'and asked me 
scornfully if I had ever had a case of 
caked breast, and 1 replied meekly 
that I never had nor had any such 
thing ever happened in a live patient. 


The dirtier and more ignorant'the 


"nurse" the more frequently is the 
infant charged with having colic. 


The more ignorant-the parents, or 


the neighbors, or the doctor in atten- 
dance, if any, the more frequently is 
this charge brought against the baby.

Hammond, Milwaukee, president of 
the state board of university regents. 


"There is an old law'on the statute 


books." said Mr. Hammond, which 
provides that the president of the 
state university may not leave the 
state without the consent of the pres- 
ident of the board of regents. So, 
while 1 do not presume to dictate the 
movements of the president, it hap- 
pened that 1 was aware of something 
that few others knew, since Dr. Van 
Hise carefully observed the letter of 
i.he law. So it comes about that I 
know that not once, but many times, 
was Dr. Van Hise summoned to Wash- 
ington during the war by long dis- 
tance telephone, by President Wilson. 


.He would leave at night and retrun 


in the night two days later, after a 
few hours of closeted conference with 
the president of the nation, who ear- 
nestly and continually sought his ad- 
vice. I recall that on the last such 


occasion. President Van lll»e called 
me on the telephone very early one 
morning, to tell n\e that he WUH called 
to Washington. .Ho left Madison be- 
fore daybreak and none knew of.his 
going. 


"President Van Hise. 1 may say, 


was practically the 'associate presi- 
dent' of the United States 
during 


those momentous months of the war, 
because he was the intimate friend 
and a'dviser of President Wilson. 


And. it is significant that when the 


United States governinent wanted a 
man ideally litted to interpret Amer- 
ica to France and England, the choice 
fell not' in the eastern universities, 
but upon the shores of Lake Men- 
dota. and Dr. Van Ilise was sent.
